The promissory note was dated 
April 16, ‘1921, the money to be re-, 
payable on: January 2, 1922.

Presented’ by Mr. P, M. Hodgson, 
His Lordship, 
mént, said: 

The point which I reserved for| 
consideration in this ‘action 1s 
whether or no the document dated 
March 18, 1935 signed by, defen- 
dant and sent by him to the 
Plaintiff's agent {s sufficient ac- 
knowledgment of.the defendant's 
debt to the-plaintiff. incurred’ tn 
1921, to exclude the operation of 
the Statute of Limitations which 
would otherwise bar this claim. 

It ls common ground that to dis- 
place the statutory bar the ad- 
mission of ilability must he un.
